Eighth Amendment that prohibits 
the inflicting of cruel and unusual 
punishment. The ban applies not 
only to punishment that is totally 
unfitted to the crime but also—and 
more typically — to punishment 
that is cruel in its very nature.

What about capital punishment? 


Opponents of the death penalty 
are seeking to have it declared 
unconstitutional on 
the ground 


that, at least by today's moral 
standards, it is cruel in its very 
nature, 


In past decisions, however, courts 


have upheld the death penalty on 
the ground that severity alone does 
not prove cruelty—and that execu- 
tion is not so generally repugnant 
to the community that it is inher- 
ently cruel. 


Of course, even though the death 


penalty is constitutional, a state 
may still abolish it by legislation. 
And some states have. 


In one bizarre case some years 


ago, 
a convicted murderer was 


sentenced to die in the electric 
chair. But when the switch was 
thrown, something went wrong with 
the machinery—and the man sur- 
vived. 


Could the state try again to 


execute him? The issue was carried 
to the Supreme Court, which split 
five to four. 


The 
minority argued that it 


would be cruel to try again, because 
that would amount to "death by in- 
stallments"—far worse than the 
quii;k death he had been sentenced 
to. 


But the majority held that, since 


the delay was not intentional, not 
imposed as part of the punishment, 
it did not prevent a second try. The 
court said the mishap was com- 
parable to any other mishap that 
might befall a mart in jail, such as 
a fire in his cell block.

The Impudence of 
Arkansas Gazette's 
Policy on Taxes 


T 


hirty-three years ago this 
editor was campaigning for 
a state sales tax to bolster 


government and rescue nearly- 
bankrupt landowners, including 
a personal appearance before 
the House Committee on Revenue 
and Taxation In February 1938ta 
support of the original Hall 2 per 
cent sales tax bill, which was en- 
acted in March 1935. 


Your editor wasn't "a contro- 


versial figure" back yonder. He 
became 
"controversial" only 


when succeeding years showed 
the sales tax becoming ex- 
pansive, abusive, and straying 
far from its original purpose, and 
he stood pat on fundamental prin- 
ciples and demanded tax reform. 


There are two kinds of editors 


•i-the "controversial" who try to 
do something for the public good, 
and the other kind, who, having 
done nothing yesterday, spend to- 
day stirring up confusion and de- 
feat for tomorrow. 


Thirty-three years ago neither 


of the Little Rock state news- 
papers said an editorial word In 
favor of the then new and untried 
policy of taxing consumer sales. 
But today the Arkansas Gazette 
disowns its timorous background 
and poses as a lion - hearted 
authority on all sales tax matters 
— a palpable fraud and a public 
disservice. 
^ In an editorial Monday 
the 


Gazette attacked all exemptions 
for business under the state sales 
tax. But as an original sponsor of 
the Arkansas sales tax thirty- 
three years ago I want to point 
out that we are steadily falling 
into the very error that research 
warned us against at the be- 
ginning. 
V 


The sales tax was designed as 


a one-time tax on commodities 
purchased by the Individual con- 
sumer. To expand it against busi- 


,.ne£te,,houses and industry, is to 
concert tt-'Jinto fetrans^ctlpn i»\J 
— a';tax against turnover—auto-"" 
matically multiplying the total 
tax that the individual consumer 
pays. 


I warned of this in the original 


campaign for the sales tax 33 
years ago. My research of tax 
authorities disclosed that every 
sales tax carries the inherent 
threat of degenerating into a 
transaction tax. Take the case 
of Spain, where the first sales 
tax in history was developed. It 
turned into a transaction tax that 
ultimately pyramided into 60 per 
cent of the cost of some com- 
modities — until an outraged 
Spain killed the entire sales tax 
program. 


How does this come about? 


Well, the stated rate of the sales 
tax is 3 per cent on the individual 
purchaser. But then you begin 
taxing Industry and business, and 
each passes its sales (trans- 
action) tax on to the next fellow 
in the shape of higher prices— 
and the final buyer— you, Mr, 
Consumer —winds up paying an 
actual tax of 6, 9, or maybe 12 
per cent.
